Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
Notification, S.O. 1162, dated the 4th May, 1960 has been 
obtained on the 10th August 1966 to the following amend- 
ments made to the Byelaws of the Bombay Yarn Merchants 
Association & Exchange Ltd.. Bombay the same having been 
previously placed on the Notice Board of the Association pur- 
suant to Section 1 1 of the said Act and Rule 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Rules. 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

1, The following new clauses be added as (f) and (g) after 
clause (e) of Byelaw 123 : — ■ 

(f) In case of non-delivery of goods, by the seller, in 
respect of contracts referred to above, the buyer shall 
have the following options : — 

(i) To cancel the contract. 

(ii) To buy on account and at the risk of the seller 
on the next day of the due date of delivery of 

goods. 

(lii) To close the transaction at the spot rate on the 
next day of the due date of delivery of goods. 

(ft) In case the buyer fails to take delivery of goods in 
respect of contracts referred to above, the seller shall 
have the following options 

(i) To cancel the contract. 

(ii) To buy on account and at the risk of the buyer 
on the next day of the due date of delivery 
of goods, 

(iii) To close the transaction at the spot rate on the 
next day of the due dato of delivery of goods. 

2. The following fresh Byelaw “128A" be added after 

Byelaw 128 : — 

“128A(a) In case of Non-delivery of goods by the seller 
in ready contracts, the buyer shall have the follow- 
ing options 

(i) To cancel the contract. 

(ii) To buy on account and at the risk of the seller 
on the next day of the receipt of the delivery 

Memo. 


(iii) To close the transaction at the spot rate on 

the next day of the receipt of the delivery 

Memo. 

(b) In case Ihe buyer fails to take delivery of goods, in 
ready contracts, the seller shall have following 
options ; — 

(i) To cancel the contract. 

(ii) To sell on account and at the risk of the buyer 
on the next day of the receipt of the delivery 
Memo. 

(iii) To close the transaction at the spot rate on 

the next day, of the receipt of the delivery 

Memo.” 


3 Clause (a) of Byelaw 171 be deleted and be replaced by 
the following fresh clause : — 

“(a) The Board shall every year appoint an Emergency 
Committee consisting of 20 members with a view 
to have speedy disposal of the disputes arising 
between the members in regard to the payment of 
goods against ready contracts and Non-transfcrable 
Specific Delivery Contracts. 

4, The following new clauses be added as clause (d) and 
(e) after clause (c) of Byelaw 171. 

“(d) All claims before the Emergency Committee shall 
be brought within 8 days from the due dale of 
delivery of goods. 

(e) The Board, however, reserve the right to give per- 
mission for entertaining such claims even after the 
period of 8 days referred to in clause (d) above. 

5, After Byelaw 208, a new Byelaw “208A" be added as 
tinder : 

“208A If any member is found to have any business 
dealings with a suspended member, such member 
shall be liable to disciplinary action persuant to 
Byelaw 197 of the Byelaws of the Association."
